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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office action is in answer to the amendment filed June 30, 2003 and the IDS filed 5/4/2006. 
The Ex parte Quay/eaction mailed January 29, 2003 is withdrawn. Claims 1-10, 101-112, 118-129, 148- 
199 remain of record. 

Oath/ Declaration 

1. In accordance with 37CFR 1.175(b)(1), a supplemental reissue oath/declaration under 37 
CFR 1.175(b)(1) must be received before this reissue application can be allowed. 

Claims 1-10, 101-112,118-129 and 148-199 are rejected as being based upon a defective reissue 
oath/declaration under 35 U.S.C. 251. See 37CFR 1.175. The nature of the defect is set forth below. 

Receipt of an appropriate supplemental oath/declaration under 37 CFR 1.175(b)(1) will overcome 

this rejection under 35 U.S.C. 251. An example of acceptable language to be used in the supplemental 

oath/declaration is as follows: 

"Every error in the patent which was corrected in the present reissue application, and is not covered 
by a prior oath/declaration submitted in this application, arose without any deceptive intention on the 
part of the applicant."

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities:

Information Disclosure Statement 

4. The information disclosure statement filed May 4, 2006 fails to comply with 37 CFR 1.97(d) 
because it lacks a statement as specified in 37 CFR 1.97(e). It has been placed in the application file, 
but the information referred to therein has not been considered.

5. Claims 1-10 are allowed.
